dary question. The other MUtraton, 
fonr in number, are to be designated, 
two \>j the lord ohief jwtioe of England 
and two by Ike obief Jutlr) of tho 
United States. 




KOtOOSCAB. 

This is the final and nuMt important 
feature of the treaty for the complete 
adjustment of the long-pending Vene- 
raela oontrorersy. The treaty was oon- 
oteded in WMbiagton Monday night, 
at tho Bvitlih embassy, Sir Jnliiin 
Faoucefote rnwaMiHlig her Britauiiic 
majesty and Secretary Ohiey the 
United States. Since the return of 
Sir Joliau from London, three weeks 
■fo, negotlaliau toward a final Kcttle- 
ment bare bem pvooeeding. Most ot 
the meeting* were of such an important 
character that they were held either at 
Mr. Olney's residence or at the British 
embaMy, the two hoaeei being bnt two 
blocki sepanited. 

It happened that{the couclnding meet- 
lag was at the embawy Monday, and 
PlKcial interest was given to it from the 
fiu t th;it Lord Siilisbury, tho British 
premier, wa.s to make a speech at tTuild 
hall, London, in theerening. It is on 
annual eyent at which the premier usu- 
ally takes occlusion to review the statas 
of the most important international 
qnestloni. For this reason it was de- 
sired, if possible, to acquaint Lord Sal- 
isbury of the final and satisfactory ad 
justment of the Yeneaada question iu 
order that he might make such an 
nonnoemont as he thought fit concern- 
ing it. 

When Mr. 01ne7 and Sir Julian 
reached their final conolnsions, a cable 
gram was at once dtafatched to Lord 
Salisbury, uotifyiag him of the result. 
It reached Urn witUa ooehoar of the 
time when he went on the platform at 
Guild hall, and it was the basid for hi.< 
aniumneement to England and to the 
entire world that the Venezuelan con 
troversy was settled. It was a general 
announcement without detail and with- 
oat any reference to the personnel of 
the oonrt of arbitration. 

Thus Washington and London par- 
ticipated in this eventful scene by which 
the two lAdlag Ifiafflish speaUng na- 
tions reach an amicable means of ad 
justing the most troublesome interna- 
tional question of recent years. Al- 
though Lord Salisbury's statement was 
without details it is possible to give all 
of the essential features of the treaty 
oonolnded in Waebington Monday 
night The main point, as afaeady 
stated, is that King Oscar II, wh(xse full 
title is "King of tiwedeu and Norway, 
the Ooths and Vandals," is the fifth or 
decisive arbitrator. It ^vas deemed best 
to make this choice rather than to leave 
It tQ the selection of the other four arbi- 
trators. The latter are assured of being 
men of eminent judicial attainment, as 
their choice is left entirely to the judi- 
daiy cf the respective countries. 
. The other essential f eatwwsef the 
treaty is that 60 years actual possession 
is to oonstitnte title. With this Umita- 
tlea as to the setttsd districts, the en. 
tire sweeping of the Venesuela bonn- 
daxy is placed in the hands of the court 
of arbiteation. 

The treaty covers only Venesmte and 
the qoestlon of general aiUtnUon 



between the United States and CJreat 
Britain is left to future negotiations. 

As a king seldom leavi^s liis country, 
except on state visits to other sovei> 
eigns, it is not expected that King Oscar 
n will go (lutsidf i)f Sweden f<.r the 
meeting of the arbitrates and the court 
li likely to Stt at Stockholm, the capital 

of Sw( den, where King Oscar's jiahue 
and the halls of the Swedish reksdag 
ore located. 

The choioe of King Oscar appears to 
have been a most fortunate one, as hn 
is uiiiv(Ts;illy regarded as a man of 
great at tainments, of judicial tempera- 
ment and of eminent fairness. Am()n^! 
the mouarchs of Europe he is probably 
the most popnlar, as he goes freely 
among the people and is thoroughly 
democratic In his ways. The feeling 
entertained for liiin is shown by the fact 
that the Scandinavian residents of the 
United States are at presr-nt raising a 
large som with wliich to buy him u 
present on the oaldmtlon of his 66th 
birthday. 

He is known also as "Tlie (Jiant 
King, ' i;s lie stands <! feet '.^ inches in 
heiglit, towi ring above most ineu and a 
centntl figure among all assemblages. 
He comes from noble stock, being the 
grandson of the French Marshal Bema- 
dottc, who is considered first among the 
iiiarshiiLs of Fnince, and, save Napoleon 
hiniM If, nndoul)te(lly the greatest char- 
acter upheaved by tlie French revolu- 
tion. ^Vl)elI iu 1810 the last of the Vasa 
line of kings was childless on the tlirono 
of Sweden, the reksdag turned their at- 
tention to Napolwn's gi'iier.ils. v.-ho 
were thru victoriou.sly swet^inir.: over all 
Europe. In .\ugust. ISIO. the reksdag; 
uuaiiiinously ele<'ted Bernad< tto as 
crown priuco of Sweden, and on tho 
death of the reigning king Bemadotte 
succeeded to the throne. 

The pres 'lit Icing was reaivnl as a 
sailor and as he liad two elder brothers, 
it w;is not e.\p«;ted that he would reach 
the throne. He bet;auie commander of 
the Swedish uavj, and on the death of 
his two elder brothers became the 
orovm prinoe, and thereafter, king. 
While a j)rince, at the a;,'e of 'JO. he 
made a tour of Europe and met tlie 
lovely I'liiicess Sophie of Nassau, then 
but 20 years old. A union followed 
which has been blessed with four sims, 
Dnstaf , Oscar, Oarl and Eugene. Dus- 
taf is the present crown prince. All of 
the sons take after their father and are 
famous throughout Europe for their 
gigantic size, being above six feet. 

King Os<'i»r has long shown a most 
cordial sentiment towards the United 
States and this doubtless had a part in 
his selection. 

Genenil Thomas, U. 8. A., and his 
brother, Hon. W. W. Thomas, late 
Unit 'd States minister to Sweden, gave 
interi'stiug accounts of the king s cor- 
diality toward America. At an audience 
at Stockholm King Oscar asked with es- 
pecial Interest of Oeneial Thomas con- 
cerning American afhdrs, particularly 
intiuiringas to the Greeley relief expedi- 
tion, the status of the Murmon iiurstioii, 
dynamite plots, Ericsson inonit(irs as an 
implement iu future warfare, the ( dudi- 
tion of the negroes of the south and their 
fntnie, and the oharaoter and bent of 
the American people. 

(General Thomas gives the following 
peu picture of the king: "A iiiidille- 
aged geiithauau, dressed in a (limblt - 
breasted frock coat of black diagonal, 
and pearl gray trousers, with full beiird 
and dark hair just beginning to turn 
gray, carrying his 6 feet 3 inches with a 
grace and activity that, were he an ut- 
terly unknown man walking down 
Broadway, would causa many tO torn 
aad look a t him."

more money they would liavi' dischtsed 
its \vh(Teab(nits.

The exjiress car, it is reporteil, con- 
tained a large amount of money. 

A heavy charge of nitroglyrrrin and 
dynamitt^ was placed u]i(im the traek in 
sucli a way that it would explode when 
struck by the engine. There was 
enough explosive to tear a great hole in 
the ground, destroy the track and derail 
the express and mail cars. 

.\ tKinij) diseiivered tlie iii'rnglyci'rin 
iiiidllie (ive sticks of dynamite, jiiid at 
once guessed the purjiose forwbieli they 

were i)lacefl upon the track. He had no 
w;iy to signal llie express train, wliieli 
lie Knew weiild be due in a short tinie. 
It was some distance to thi' rienn^t 
switch, but lie niiide his way tle ri' ami 
jerked otf the signal light" Then he 
nia<le hi-i way back to the jilace where 
he had diseiivered the dyiiaiiiite. 

His sje'iial was seen by the apprejieh- 
ing t r:iin in time. Tlie train wreckers, 
who wc I'e in ambush, also saw the sig- 
nal, and a volley et' shots werc' fired 
at the tramp. He was was wounded in 
the b'g, and a shot thrOOgh lliS hat 
gn:/.ed his head. 

Trainmen were unable to find the rob- 
bers, anil the loe;il authorities have thus 
far been niiahle to secure a clew which 
will lead to arrets. Theoooutry, lum- 
ever. is being .scoured. 

After the exjilosives were removed 
from the track, the train cam*- to this 
city, bringing the wouud( d tramii. Tlie 
2(K) jM'ople who were ou the train crowd- 
ed about h.ini. and ])raised him fur his 
brav(! deed. Later a subscription was 
taken up for his benefit. 

Byruni's home is in Baltimore. The 
Washington iwlice nre working on a 
theory that he was one of tho gang ( if 
robbers, but that as the train aj)- 
proaclied, his heart failed him, and he 
gave the warning .signal tO the engineer. 
As he did so his confedaratea snot at 
lum, the police think. 

Another tjieory, generallv scouted, is 
tliat the tramp placed tne dynamite 
upon the track, shot himself, and 
stopped the train, merely to receive a 

reward.

THE MINNEAPOLIS AT SKTRNA. 

She llrachen That Tort .liiKt Iu Tfiiip to 
AM a Britlah TMwet, With Armenlaa 
Refugees on Rnarii, ti> Sill! Out of I'urt 
ondtheHaadeoftheTiirkii Thf I.atf«l 
Arnenlaa Massacro. 

Xi:w York, Niw. 11.— The World 
this morning says: The steamship 
Boyne of the Mercantile Steamship 
company of London has arrived in jiort 
from Gibraltar and Mediti rr.inean 
ports. Captain Fischer told ;i remark- 
able Story to Collector of Port Kilbreth 
and others, as to why he had entered 
port without a manifest. His sliip lay 
at anchor off Smyrna, Turkey, in Asia, 
on Oct. 10. There had been several 
riots in Smyrna for tliree or four days 
and the diu of another conflict and the 
cries of the victims of the assassins 
came over the waters that evening. A 
small boat came up and an aged man 
bi gge<l permission to go ab<iard. With 
him were six others, three of them 
women, all Armenian refugees. Cap- 
tain Fischer asM-nted iuid iu order to be 
ou the safe side tho refugees were reg- 
istered as passengers. 

Not long afterward ;i beat load of 
Turks came aboard. Caiir.iiii I'i.scher 
refused to di liver the retiigees. The 
Turkish oiricer said he would give the 
Hritisher until the morning to turn over 
tho Armenians. Captain Fischer 
sought assistance. An Italian man 
war refused to Interfere, 

When dawn came, tlieriiitid States 
warship Minneapnlis came intu the liay. 
The British flag was sent swinging out 
upside dowu, and the Minneapolis look- 
out saw the signal of distress. Captain 
Fischer told his story and Admiral 
Thomas O. Selfridge .jr., ei>mmandant 
of the European Squailrmi s iid : 

"We'll give you a',1 tlii' assi.Nt.ince you 
want. Y(aril take the.se refugees safely 
out of this port if I've got to bombai d 
the town," and the admiral ordered off 
the barge with a detail of marines and 
blue jackets over to the British ship 
with orders to hold lur safe from at- 
tack. 

Then the American consul was sent 
for and it was agreixl that the Boyne 
should sail at once under the escort of 
the Minneapolis. Soon bloody Smyrna 
was man.v miles behind, bnt the captain 
had forgotten lus manifest. 

The Amenians were landed at BlUs 
island.

One Rnndred Armenlant Killed. 

CoNsT.wriNoi'i.K, Nov. 11,— The re- 
ports in circulation here on Thursday 
last that a n a'^-aere hail occurred in an 
Armenian village near Kiiisarieh, and 
tliat 60 persons had been kilk>d, were 
not exag?er.T,ted. On the ccmtniry, the 
affair turns out to have been more seri' 
ous than at first announced. The mas- 
sacre occurred in the village of Everek. 
100 persons were killed and nearly all 
the Armenian houses were pillaged.

Mr. Bulmahan had just c(mipleted 
the installation for William Knowlton 
& Son of a water gas plant at the c(vst 
of|S6,00(). This btiing a countrj- town, 
the plant was liL'lited in part by gas 
made at the neighboring town of tJraf- 
t<«i. Mr, Bulmahan was testing the 
plant when a najihtha valve sprung a 
leak and the fluid ran down upon a 
lu'ater, The naphtha ignited and an 
explosion instantly followed sliatlering 
the windows aud tearing u hole iu thu 
RNtf.

alwayH a steadv demand lor tiie I'reiuh 
candled llowers. When the violets of 
Grasae, France, are jrrown, all theold and 
stale violets are sold to manufaeturers of 
confectionery. In Kouinania violets, 
roses and liine llowers are iitilized largely 
for tlavorinK pieservi'S of dilFerent kinds. 
The moat eateenied fihertiert in K^ypt is 
prepared by i>oundin;; violets and hoilinn 
them in BU};ar. This violet sh» rhet is of 
a preen color and is called the "grand 
aignor's sherbet." 

Boaebuda boiled in sugar and made 
into a preaerve are eaten by .\ral)ian 
women. Roae petals are candied like 
violeta, and so likewise are jasmines. 
The common, yellow pond lilies make 
deliKhtfal prcaerrea, and from them the 
Tarka prepare a cooling drink. These 
flowera have a perfume lika Uiat of 
brand; and hence aro aomatimoo called 
"brandy bottlea." 

The petals of roses thrown upon cold 
llKht wine float away from the lins in 
drinkiuf. Every lover of cool and fra- 
^'rant l everages knows the luxury of 
pluuKinir the heated face into • buocb of 
Iraurant t'reen mint. 

A scientilic jiuhlication recently said 
that hy means of musical vihratiojis 
forms of llowers and trees can lie pro- 
duced upon sand an<l semi-li(iuid suli- 
i-'lances. I inauine the pleasure of st-einj.' 
the iuKiKe of a flower i;row to the sound 
<il' miisicial notes while one enjoys the 
delicate tiavor and oih^r of the daintiest 
of nature's products. 

All llowers oi jilea'^anl llavor and semi- 
s ilid sulislance, like the cameli i and 
or.m;.'e lltpwer, can lie used in salads, pre- 
aer\cs and sweet fritters. 

Not only must the form and (luvor of 
foods he conHidered, hut also the nature 
of the elements they hring into the sys- 
tem, the proper proportion of chemical 
substances and their laxative or ron- 
8tinatin>{ nature, for we <lo not recjuire of 
either toi) concentrated or too bulky 
a nature. It reiiuires also a doe admix- 
ture of foods. Thus pure albumen is not 
deairabla. We may be made to starve 
on ohooaa. Experiments aa to the rela- 
tive aolability of animal and vegetable 
albamen, even if correctly conducted, 
may be m the highest degree deceptive. 

The amount m albamen which we 
daily require ia relatively small and 
needs a laroe quantity of reapiratory 
food to he taken with It. The latter ia of 
various kinds, which differ very much in 
the rapidity of their action. For in- 
stance, starcn is alow and alcohol ia quick 
in producing its effect as a supporter of 
(oriihiistion. If more albumen ue taken 
tlian IS required, the excess is necessarily 
not diKcstel. Natiin^ takes what she 
requires and leaves the rest.— Juliet Car- 
aoo in Now York Fiowan.

Trustees are becoming more vigilant, and dis- 
erimiiuting in selection of teachers and exhibit 
in most ca s es very wise Judgment in their selec- 
Uon, the only exception being oocuionally, 
where a daughter or a cousin or a grandmother 
ot one of the triutees is an applicant for the 
school. 

.\ school worthy of special commendation is in 
Distriet Ko.

The trustees are Pstriek 
Tieriiey. John Mitchell and Harvey Keith. In 
iK'Ji the trustees erected a new and commodiotu 
fiehool house, which was much needed. It is a 
very nest, attractive building with a portico 
the t ntlre trout, and the l it )irotei ti'd by a Rood 
li iici'-, admirably lis{lilel in>ide and eijUipped 
with all necessary aiipliaiiccs. Mr. I'at Maher, 
wiio \\a>. a tru>tce wluMi Itic house was built, 
with .Mr. .lohn .Mih'licll, d.-ervo |. raise for nood 
maiiiit'i'iiii iil of the in'ciiiiiary allairs of the dis- 
trict. There is no debt in the district. The 
tru-ic c- cviiii cd admirahli' judijmciit in the se 
1. rtion of their teai'her, .Mis< ehumbers, who, in 
ail'lition to scholarly altaiiiiiu'iit^ of a IiIkIi 
■ nler. i~ an excellent lll^trnclo^ and manager. 
•Sh ■ is very fertile in resources and un icrslands 
the art of teachiii«. She arouses the atlelition 
and the inteiest of the scliolur.« by constantly 
kc' piiik' before their mimls objects very skill- 
fully drawn upon the blacktioard. illustrative of 
the lesson. I w ish many of the younger teachers 
could see some of Mis.s Chamber!,' blackboard 
eterciaes, and the felicitous manner in which 
she presents before the children a series of Illus- 
trations which convey the required InstrucUon 
and awaken fresh interest in the scholars con- 
t M iially. I am very anxious that all our teach 
ers should abandon the old slavish adherence to 
text books and by all means Inave the test book 
b hind when a class comes forward to recite. 
How much more spirit and life in a recitation 
conducted by a teacher imbued with the sul^ect 
and surcharged with It than to stand before a 
class with a lot of old dry mnsty qnestloiis, 
answers to which scholars give like a row of par- 
rots. There can not be any life in such a recita- 
tion. Teachers, let me urge upon you, leave the 
t xt book at home fur diligent study when you 
Let down to your evening's work preparatory for 
next ilay's recitation. Kill yourselves so full of 
the subjects w hieh y<iu are going to bring before 
your clas.s that you w ill be able to Ohane Saeh 
scholar and still have a surplus.

Tn betting pirrU'x intpnso interest is felt 
as to the determination of wagers on the 
result in Kentucky. It it Mtimated that 
half a million of (loliara is at issue, and 
inoBt of the stakeholders avow an inten- 
tion to wait until the matter ia settled be- 
yond any possible diapate. If it ^oes into 
coart, or appeal ia made to any tribunal 
or body having jurisdiction in such con- 
teata, it may be montlia before the final 
dedaion la made. Aa the atalieholdera 
can be made liahle to either of the par- 
tiea for the money wagered, they are nat- 
tirally diejjiioaed to wait antil the qneation 
is conclusively settled. 

The Democrats claim that enormous 
frauda ha^e been oommitted and declare 
that even after the !^tate Board haa an* 
nounccd the result they will take the 
propeir means to remedy the wrong. Of 
course nothing is expected from this board 
except that it will decide in favor of the 
Republicans, Governor Bradley, the con- 
trolling member, having pablically an- 
aooneed in advance of any evidence or 
argument that tlie vote would he counted 
for McKinley. According to the present 
claluia of Repnblicana, one Democratic 

elector lias l)"cn chosen. If tliat result 
stands, a precedent for deciding the beta 
is already on record. 

In 1892, when one Democratic elector 
waa chosen in Ohio, it was decided that 
• penon who wagered that Harrison 
would carry the State lost his money. 
Otherwise it was held that "carrying 
the State" meant receiving its entire 
electoral vote. This deciaion wJw upheld 
by sporting anthoritiea, and beta were 
paid accordingly. Under the same ru- 
ling, if one party bet that McKinley 
woold carry Kentncky, and the other 
that Bryan would carry the State, the 
•lactoral vote being divided, the bet 
would be declared off. If the bet was 
that McKinley would j:ot more of the 
electoral votes, the man taking that end 
of the proposition would win, of course. 

An interesting feature in connection 
with the betting on 50,000 Republican 
plurality in Ohio is that the decision may 
depend on the vote for Barr, the Populist 
elector, whom the Republicana insisted 
on keeping on the official ballot. Kvery 
vote oaat- for him waa for Bryan, and 
mnat be added to the total received by 
the Democratic electors. It is thr)ught 
that between 1,500 and 2,000 votes w ere 
OMt for Barr.

If the moon stood still 
the waters on that side of the earth 
where the moon was stationed would rise 
in one huge mass, while the opposite siile 
of the earth would have a smaller bulk. 
The waters, however, at the sitles oi the 
earth would practically disappear. This

tions of the earth now 
Hooded, and vice versa. Not only so, 
but the shape of the planet would— to an 
outside observer— change. The (oli<l por- 
tions would remain rigid, but the general 
contour would appear to be egg-shaped, 
the greater end being turned toward the 
moon, and the point away from it.

— The hall of 
the house of representatives was wi-U 
filled yesterday at the opening session 
of the 16th Fanners' National congress 
of the United Statea. Nearly every 
state was represented and there was a 
considerable smattering of women dele- 
gates. 

B. t^. Claytt)!! of Indianola, la., the 
retiring president, called I lie gathering 
to order, and the congress was wel- 
comed in behalf of the state by Gov- 
ernor Matthews and of thu city by 
Mayor Taggiu"t. .loliu M. Stahl of Chi- 
cago, Major Ryals ol' (itM)rgia and 
others ma<le res|ioii,ses. I'resident Clay- 
ton tlu'n dclivere<l liis annual address. , 

The session will liust four days. The 
first two days will be t;ikcn up largely 
with the reading and discussion of pa- 
pers ; the last two day with the dis- 
cussion of and action of resolutions — by 
means of re.solutions the congress ex- 
presses its wishes as to legislation. 

Among the topics that will be dis- 
cussed are : (^onsc^rvatism of the farmer 
element ; snnsliine and shadow of form 
life; farmers' wivee — their needs and 
recreation; paying farms and happy 
homes ; si^cretary of agriculture criti- 
cised; agriculture and Currency ques- 
tioaa; agriculture and education; the 
new woman ; the middleman ; irriga- 
tion ; weather and crops ; aitilkdal fer- 
tihzers ; i)roduction and prices. 

The afternoon session began \vith t*« 
reading of a paper by Judge William 
Lawrence of Uliio, discussing moans 
whereby the Farmers' Nationalcongress 
can b(^come a gre^it political power in 
aid of nonpartisan legislation. He urged 
thorough organization on behalf of the 
farmers in all sections and a co-opera- 
tion on all quttstions of nonpolitical im- 
portance. He urged incidentally a res- 
toration of the wool tariff. 

His paper and thuoghts met with gen- 
eral favor. One tfalu^ he especially 
urged was a fight to rednoe the salaries 
of county officials as a means of lower- 
ing taxes. 

At the oonolusioa of tha discussion of 
Judge Lawrence's pauer, John 0. Offut 
of Indiana offered a free coinage of sil- 
ver resolution, iddoh was immediately 
referred to the resolutians oommittee 
without action. 

President Clayton then announced 
tlie various oommitteea and the oongress 
adjourned. 

The oommittee on location met last 
night and has practically decided to 
retdiMinond St. Paul as the nest maet- 
iug plaoe.
